I wonder how many girls know 
that D.E.C.A. stands for Distri¬ 
butive Education Clubs of Ameri¬ 
ca . 

Actually, D.E.C.A. is a senior 
Distributive Education class. 
This, however, is no ordinary 
class; it is a class run like a 
club. That is, the teacher, Mr. 
Epstein, merely acts in the capa¬ 
city of an adviser or counselor 
to the girls who for the most 
part plan and conduct their own 
activities. The homework is not 
specifically assigned, but con¬ 
sists of whatever the girls feel 
is necessary to supplement the 
classwork. 

During the term, students work 
together in groups preparing for 
city-wide, state and national 
contests sponsored by large busi¬ 
ness firms throughout the coun¬ 
try. You see, D.E.C.A. is not 
limited to Sarah Hale.

©£ schools belong to this organ¬ 
ization and hundreds of students 
participate in the contests.

Italy is a beautiful and exci¬ 
ting country and I am really en¬ 
joying my stay. I thought you 
might be interested in knowing 
something about teenage life here 

First of all, rock 'n' roll is 
the rage here for teenagers, and 
juke boxes are always playing 
American, British, French and 
Italian recordings. 

The education of the students 
is very different from yours. 
They have a four hour school day, 
but they have much more homework 
than you and must be prepared 
each day. About four students a 
day are ’’interrogated". That is, 
they come to the front of the 
class and answer their homework 
questions orally. Their final 
marks depend a great deal on 
these interrogations. The stu¬ 
dents don’t move from class to 
class, but remain in one room 
while the teachers move from 
class to class. 

There are boys and girls in 
the school in which I teach. The 
boys sit on one side of the room 
and the girls on the other. The 
boys are very formally dressed 
with ties and suits, and the 
girls must wear black smocks over 
their dresses. 

When a teacher enters the room 
all students stand at attention 
by their desks and wait for the 
teacher to tell them to sit 
Whenever another teacher happens 
to enter the room the students 
rise and do not sit until he goes 
out. Just a little different 
from Sarah Hale, isn't it? 

Well, it's time for me to plan 
tomorrow’s lesson in English. I 
hope you are all in good health 
and doing your best at school.
